The New Restrictions. 

The restrictions were announced 
through the railf§ad administration

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MAN AND WOMAN 
HELD.FOR MURDER 
OF BILLY DANSY 


Hammonton, N. J... December 8.— 
Charles S. White, néighbor of the 
Dansey family, was arrested late to- 
day charged with the murder of “Bil- 
ly” Danseéy, Mrs. Edith L. Jones, 
housekeeper for Councilman Edward 
H. White, father of Charles White, 
was also arrested, charged with be- 
ing an accessory after the fact. 

The body of three-yer-old “Billy” 
Dansey was found by a hunter in a 
swamp near here on November 21. 


The boy had disappered from his| 


home several weeks previously and 
a nation-wide search had been con- 
ducted for him on the theory he had 
been kidnaped. 

White is the owner of the Dahlia 
farm, adjoining the Dansey farm, 
He is 29 yers old, and the father of 
“Charlie” White, the child playmate 
of “Billy” Dansey. The elder White 
told the investigators at the time 
of “Billy’s” disapperance that he 
had seen the child in his dahlia 
fields. 

When the body Was discovered Dr. 
Louis R. Souder, the county physi- 


cian’ who examined it, said that 
there was no evidence of foul play, 
but that the vital organs and all 
parts o fthe body which woud have 
aided in disclosing how the boy had 
died had disappered. 

Edmund C. Gaskill, county prose- 
cutor, declared tonight that he had 
sufficient evidence to show that the 
boy was murdered, and to clear up 
the mystery surrounding his death. 
He refused, however, to give any in- 
formation as to the grounds on 
which the warrants were secured 
against Whte and Mrs. Jones.

Coincident with an order issued 
Monday hight by United States Fuel 
Administrator Garfield, imposing 
upon the nation practically the rig- 
id restrictions that obtained during 
the coal shortage of 1917, the coal 
committee of the southern region 
on Monday issued orders lifting re- 
strictions on the use. ef--electric 
light and pewer when it is gener- 
ated solely by water power. ; 

More electric power and light for 
Atlanta ‘and several other cities in 
the southern,region are now avail- 
able, since the recent heavy rains 
have enabled large , utility plants 
partially dependent on, steam and 
partially dependent on water power 
forthe production of their current 
to operate for certain hours of the 
day without the use of coal or other 
fuel. During these hours, when ab- 
solutely no combystion of fuel is 
required for the maintenace of cur- 
rent, the customers of these various 
Plants may use light and power 
without restriction. 

Order Affects Fuel. 
' The nation-wide regulations im- 
posed last night by Federal Fuel 
Administrator Garfield affects usera 
of soft coal. 

This order, carried on this page 
in a dispatch from Washington, af- 
fects the south and is more drastic 
in some of its provisions than or- 
ders hitherto given out by ~ the 
southern committee but it does not 
affect the ruling given out last 
night allowing greater freedom in 
the running of hydro-electric plants. 

The national restrictions place all 
industries using soft coal or elec- 
tric current generated by this class 
of fuel, on a ration basis. The use of 
electricity made by bituminous coal 
is drastically limited with reference 
to street and other lighting, and its 
use by street railway systems for 
heating cars is also cut down. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company will operate by water pow- 
er exclusively from 38:55 o’clock in 
the afternoon until 5 o’clock in the 
and between the hours

New York, December 8.—The se- 
cret of thé failure of some of the 
pilots in the recent transcontinen- 
tual air race “can be attributed to 
too much booze,” Lieutenant Belvin 
W. Maynard, the “Flaying Parson,” 
declared in a statement made pub- 
lic tonight by the Anti-Saloon 
league. “If all of them had been 
as sober as myself I would not have 
been the winner,” he added. 

Although he declared he 
“prejudiced against strong drink,” 
the “Flying Parson” admitted there 
are “a few instances when a pilot 
might be justified in using it.” 

He pointed out that the aviator 
might take a drink to “tide him 
over” after becoming exhausted 
after continuous flying for twelve 
or fifteen hours, 

Lieutenant Maynard said that 
many of the fatal air accident were 
due .to pilots flying ‘*half-intoxicat- 
ed” or “with a hang-over from the 
night before.” 

“A pilot needs every bit of gray 
matter God has given him in an 
emergency and to have a brain 
clear from hgng-overs and the éf- 
fects of booze is a great asset,” he

“Any one trying to find our Tech 
High school will need a guide, as the 
main building, the only one owned 
by Atlanta, looks like a warehouse 
and has no name above it,” said the 
lady visitors “A red mud field is 


the playground, and the other build-»tion on 


ings are cheap frame houses once 
used ag flatS’and now converted into 
school rooms, without artificial 
lights of any kind. The windows 
are darkened by the adjoining 
dwellings, and the rooms are so 
dark. on cloudy days that the in- 


structions written on blackboards 


cannot be read by pupils at the rear 
of the rooms,” 
Heated by Fifty-two Stoves, 

The visitors declared that they 
found these rooms heated by fifty- 
two stoves inherited from grammar 
schools out of which they had been 
removed to make way for furnaces. 

The report was signed by a com- 
mittee composed of Mrs, R. L. Fore- 
man, chairman; Mrs. W. T. Newman 
and Mrs, Hinton Hopkins, and was 
read by Mrs. Foreman. The board 
voted to accept the report and au- 
thorized a remedy for some of the 
conditions named. 

Complaints were made by the 
women about the absence of lockers 
in the buildings. The committee 
Stated that upon their trip of in- 
spection they saw several hundred 
boys about the playground carrying 
book in their arms because they 
had no other safe place to keep 
them. Overcoats are folded and 
tucked about wherever a place can 
be found, said the visitors, though 
many prefer to leave them at home 
rather than risk the chance of los- 
ing them. 

Ashamed of Buildings. . 

Illustrating the matter of pride 
in the students of; Tech High, the 
ladies stated in their report that 
visiting athletic teams are steered 
clear of the school and taken to the 
ball grounds, as.the loyal Atlanta 
pupils are ashamed to let the vis- 
iting boys see what Atlanta has 
provided for them. 

Despite these adverse conditions, 
the lady board stated that. they 
were impressed by the appearance, 
the spirit and enthusiasm of the 
1,100 boys in attendance there; with 
the splendid faculty, loyal, well or- 
ganized and doing fine work; and 
proud of the excellent mechanical 
equipment and the work § tugned 
out by the students.

dress to the congress. 

The opening session was devoted 
entirely to speeches of welcome and 
to the honor guest of the day, Gen. 
eral Pershing. Following the in- 
vocatiop by Right Rev. Frederick F. 
Reese, Episcopal bishop of the dio- 
cese of Georgia, Mayor Murray M. 
Stewart welcomed the delegates to 
Savannah, and Governor Hugh® M. 
Dorsey welcomed them to Georgia. 

Governor Dorsey referred to the 


great part which the sons of this’ 


state had taken in the organization 
and development of the congress. 
Its first presiding officer was Oscar 
Straus, a native of Georgia, he said. 
Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, anoth- 
er native of Georgia, had been one 
of its founders and its president for 
several years. The director gener- 
al, Dr. Owens, was another Geor- 
gian, and the state feels that in hon- 
oring those who had made the con- 
gress a success, it was doing honor 
to-itself, he added. , 
Cooper Raises Enthusiasm. 

Governor R.e«A. Cooper, of South 
Carolina, who made the response for 
the south, raise@a the enthusiasm af 
the audience to the highest pitch 
when he declared that “Bolshevism, 
anarchy and disorder should not live 
on Dixie’s soil.”

A successful American merchant 
marine is not possible until the 
country grows into the ship habit 
Chairman Payne, of the United 
States shipping board, declared to- 
day in a letter red to the congress, 

The American people must be 
awakened, he said, to the necessity 
for American-owned ships and to 
the possibilities of the shipping in- 
dustry as ay investment. 

“The problem of establishing a 
permanent merchant marine presses 
for solution,” the letter read. “No 
question of government ownership 
is involved. The question is not be- 
tween public and private ownership, 


but between American and foreign! 


ownership. We want an established 


American merchant marine, how it | 


shall be owned is Jess important. We 
desire that every ship now govern. 
ment owned sghall be privately 
owned and operated by Americans 
for Americans, but that will come 
later.” ; 

By lowering the prices of its ships 
the board cannot crete a privately 
owned merchant marine, the chair- 
man explained, because the Ameri- 
can capital now available for the 
purchase of ships could only buy 300 
of the 2,250 vessels which will con- 


stitute the government fleet by the 


end of 1920. This would leave the 
remainder on «the government’s 
hands to be operated in competition 
with the privately owned ships. 
“We want to sell to our own people 


for use under our own flag and our 
country has not yet begun to think 
’ Chairman Payne 
said, \ 
Mortgage Bill. 

‘ He Tecommended passage of a 
mortgage bill by, congress which 
would guarantee to investors a lien 
for the purchasé price of ships, This, 
he said, would have as much value 
as the railroad mortgage and bank- 
ers and the public could freely in- 
vest in ship securities. He urged 
the development of American ship 
insurance and ¢he strengthening of 
the American bureau of shipping. 

Emphasizing the incresed impor- 
tance of foreign trade and the ne- 
cessity for maintaining a balance 
between exports and imports, Edwin 
T. Sweet, acting secretary of com- 
merce, declared that the present un- 
fortunate condition of foreign ex. 
change constituted a bar to foreign 
commerce which could be remedied 
only by the extension of long term 
credits to Europe by the United 
States.

‘Features of the Protocol 
Most Objectionable to 
Berfin Government Have 
Been Eliminated. 


SIGNING OF PROTOCOL 
| EXPECTED VERY SOON 


Believed That the Modi- 
‘fication— of the Terms 
Will Be Acceptable to 
the German Plenipoten- 
tiaries.

| Paris, December 8—The allies 
|have consented to modify some of 
' the terms of the protocol putting the 
'peace treaty into effect to which 
Germany has made objection. 

The clause providing for the in- 
demnity for the dest@iction of the 
German fleet at Scapa Flow has 
been modified so as to refer to the 
league tribunal the question wheth- 
er the delivery of the tonnage de- 
manded will cripple Germany, it is 
understood. 

Germany Expected to Sign. 

The understanding alsoisthat the 
other featurés of the protocol most 
objectionable to the Germans have 
been eliminated. It is expected that 
the German plenipotentiaries will 
sign the protocol without much fur- 
ther delay. 

The final paragraph of the proto- 
col providing that éven after the 
peace treaty has gone into effect, 
the allies might use military meas- 
ures of coercion to insure the exe- 
cution of the treaty’s terms, has 
been eliminated entirely, as also has 
the clause relating to the evacua- 
tion of the Baltic provinces by 
German troops,

Notes Are Delivéred. 
The supreme council’s notes deal- 


ing with the peace treaty were de- 
| ivered to Baron von Lersner, head 


of the German 
evening. 

The first note denies the German 
demands for modification of the 
treaty on the surrender of Germans 
charged with crimes against inter- 
natitonal warfare and the return of 
prisoners. It agrees to consider the 
economic effects of the indemnities 
required for the sinking of the 
warships in the Scapa Flow on 
Germany in “a spirit of equity, after 
a hearing by the reparations com- 
mission.” 

The note warms Germany “for the 
last time” that denunciation of the 
armistice would give the allied 
armies all latitude for necessary 
military measures and édds; “In 
this spirit we await without delay 
signature of the protocol and the 
exchange of ratifications.”’ 

Regarding the coercion clause of 
the protocol the supreme _ council 


delegation, this 


considers that signatyre of the prv- 


tocol and ratification will ‘make 
the treaty effective and that the 
protocol’s execution will be guar- 
anteed by the general terms of the 
treaty, and by ordinarily recog- 
nized methods. It rejects the Ger- 
mans’ “pretended right” to modifi- 
cation of the treaty clauses as com- 
pensation for the absence of Amer- 
icans from the commissions. It de- 
clares that “it is vain for Germany 
to seek to delay” the treaty’s ef- 
fectiveness because of the position 
ofthe Americans with regard to the 
commissions. 

The second note deals. entirely 
with the Scapa Flow incident. It 
places the responsibility on the Ger- 
mans for the sinkings and sees in 
the protest only “an attempt, dif- 
ficult to explain, to delay’ the 


The note cites the secret mes- 
sage of the chief of the German ad- 
miralty (Admiral von Frotha) to 
Admiral von Reuter, in command of 
the German crews-of the Scapa 
Flow ships, dated May, telling him 
that the fleet’s disposition “cannot

The documents held by Senator 
Fall were said. by him to establish 
direct, contact- between Carranza and 
Mexican and American extremists 
who proposed to call a genéral 
strike last month in the coal and 
metal industries; to have their 3,- 
000,000 adherents’ in this country 
who would seize.one Pacific and 
two Atlantic ports,.aided by the 
“large number of American soldiers 
who were preparing to take sides 
with them;” that’'it was proposed to 
establish a “reformed government” 
in the United-States with its capital 
in Colorado, and then when the rev- 
olution had been accomplished to 
return to Mexico the border states 
acquired from that country in 1848. 

Plan of San Diego. 

The revival of the so-called “plan. 
of San Diego” which was exposed in 
1915, was contemplated. This 
dream of conquest proposed the seg- 
regation from the United States and 
ultimate union with Mexico of the 


people and to Presi- 


£ states of Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 


zona, Colorado, and Upper Colorado; 
that Americans over 16 years of age 
should not be held as prisoners, but 
should be executed; that the aid of 
negroes should be sought with 
promises of subsequent assistance 
of six 
southern states for an independent 
negro nation. 

Despite the fact that the Amer- 
ican people ‘scoffed at this “childish 
and ridiculous” plamw and could not 
believe that the Mexican govern- 
ment had anything to do with it, 
Senator Fall showed that Carranza 
was very active in its recent re- 
vival. . He established his chain of 
evidence through photostatic copies 
of letters written by Carranza and 
by minutes of radical meetings in 
Bisbee, Ariz., and Mexico City, Mex- 
ico, showing that Carranza had tak- 
en a personal interest in three 
leaders—two Texans and a Mexican 
—in the movement, 

Senator Fall sought further to es- 
tablish clearly that Carranza’s dip- 
lomatic and consular agents in the 
United States were supporting rev- 
olutionary propaganda in this coun- 
try, their inspiration coming direct 
from Carranza. He stated further- 
more that the Carranza “blue book” 
and “the Carranza doctrine,” two 
Spanish books circulated in the 
United States by Mexico, revealed 


beyond doubt the “determined pot-_ 


icy” of Carranza to drive British and 
American investors and their em- 
plovees from Mexico, while inviting

Senator Fall’s .memorandum to 
the president referre dthroughout to 
the fact that the startling evidence 
against Carranza had been obtained 
by the subcommittee on Mexican af- 
fairs of the senate committee on 
foreign relations. Senator Fall is 
chairman of the subcommttee. 

“The committee had its attention 
called,” the memorandum stated, “to 
a letter from Consul General R. P. 
De Generi to a member of the Mex- 
ican senate of Mexico City, dated 
New York, October 23, 1919, and 
published in Spanish in a Mexico 
City daily paper of November 
6, 1919, in which the consul 
geenral calls attention to the fact 
that he is in touch with radicals and

Senor Lic Manuel Aguirre Berlanga. 
Esteemed Friend: Senor Lino Ca- 
bello,’ bearer of this letter, is the 
person who, in company with tavo 
friends, will bring to you the mani- 
festos and the plan which they de- 
sire to put into practice in the state 
of Texas. 

“This plan being very favorable 
for Mexico, please aid them in every 
way and give the necessary instruc- 
tions in the frontier states. 

“T remain your affectionate friend, 

“VY, CARRANZA.” 
Carranza Preparing. 

“Of course this letter of itself is 
evidence that Mr. Carranza is order- 
ing the frontier states of Mexico 
to be prepared to take some action 
concerning some plan to be carried 
out in the state of Texas, which 
plan will be explained and is to be 
explained by the men introduced >y 
Mr. Carranza to Mr. Berlanga. Fol- 
lowing this or contemporaneous with 
the receipt by the committee of 
this photostatic copy, the commit- 
tee came into possession of the 
notes of the proceedings of the se- 
cret meeting of lodge 23, an organ- 
ization of extreme agitators and 
I. W. W..members in the city of 
Mexico, held on Qctober 15,.1919. 

“The notes referred to state that 
at this meeting on October 15 :of 
lodge 23, theer appeared three dele- 
gates, two Americans and one Mexi- 
can, who had arrived from the Unit- 
ed States, and who claimed that ‘the 
society” would be able at the be- 
ginning of next November (that is, 
the month of November, 1919, just 
passed) to call a general strike of 
all miners and metal workers in the 
United States; that they have three 
million adherents in that country 
where they will be able to: seize 
one western and two Atlanta ports; 
that a large number of American 
soldiers were preparing to take 
sides with them, and that they pro- 
posed to establish a capital of a 
reformed government of the United 
States in the state of Colorado; that 
when such revolution was success- 
ful, the Mexicans. rendering their 
assistance, the border states, which 
were acquired by the United States 
under the treaty of 1848, would be 
returned to Mexico.

He called attention to the fact that, 
under existing law, it is not a crime 
to send threatening letters through 


the mails, unless in furtherance of a 


extortion. Pointing out that letters 
threatening personal injury or de- 
struction of property may be sent 
with impunity, he urged revision 
of the law to cover such cases. 
Mr, Palmer said, also, there was 


great need for a statute providing 
punishment for an individual at- 
tempting to defraud the United 
States. Present statutes, he said, 
provide punishment only in the 
event that two or more persons con- 
spire to defraud the government. 

Recommendation also was made 
that criminal procedure be changed 
to make more simple the removal of 
indicted persons to the Gistricts, 
where the indictments were re- 
turned. He described the present 
system as “grieviously defective,” 
and as making removal proceed- 
ings “infinitely more cumbersome” 
than extradition. 

The attorney general recommend- 
ed creation of a pardon and parole 
board of three, fully empowered to 
handle all pardon ana parole cases, 
thus relieving the attorney general's 
office of duties “which are becom- | 
ing icreasingly, heavy and oner- | 
ous.”

Historical Beauties 


Beauty is frequently nothing but 
a matter of taste. If you will look 
over the reproductiong of portraits 
of beauties a century or more ago, 
you will find few faces that would 
be considered beautiful today. You 
can procure books in any library 


giving these portraits, and if you 
are interested in the matter of per- 
sonal beauty, you will find the hour 
or so that it takes to look up these 
portraits very well spent. 

One of the most famous beauties 
of history, for instance, was Nell 
Gwynne. Her portrait, by Sir Peter 
Lely, shows a pink-and-white face, 
lovely but with no distinction, and 
large lustrous brown eyes with a 
very hard expression. The mouth 
is a conventional cupid’s bow, so 
tiny as to be absurd. Her face as 
well as the faces of all the women 
of her time, look as though they 
had never been disarranged by an 
emotion. 

For some forty or moré years in 
the middle of the last century, 
syiph-like fragility and a milky pal- 
lor were considered true beauty. 
They say that the ladies eéven ate 
slate pencils to produce this blue- 
white complexion! While to form 
their lips into the’ proper cupid’s 
bow, they went about murmuring 
“prunes and prisms,” a phrase that 
has come down to us as typifying 
that whole era of hothouse-bred 
beauties. 

In the days when Rome was mis- 
tress of the world, a low brow was 
considered beautiful in a woman. 
Ovid assures ug that united eye- 
brows were considered most attrac- 


tive and that women who could not 
make them grow together, painted 
them so as to imitate what we now 
consider a deformity. In certain 
parts of the East from the time his- 
tory began, the fatter a woman was 
the more beautiful she was consider- 
ed. In Turkey a woman must be 
tall, with languishing dark eyes and 
glossy black hair‘to be considered 
good looking. 

Which all goes to prove that beau- 
ty is only a matter of taste. At 
present we are having a revival of 
the civilization of the early Greeks. 
Our standards of taste in art, phil- 
osophy and even hygiene are model- 
ed after theirs. We think the wom- 
an with the regular profile—that is, 
the high, intelligent forehead, 
straight nose and rounded chin— 
with the slender supple figure and 
the clear complexion of good health, 
to be the most beautiful of all. One 
of the great advantages of this 
standard of taste is that it encour- 
ages our girls to get into the open 
air and to develop themselves 
physically and thus we are produc- 
ing a healthier race than we had 
two generations ago. 

But taste is always changing. Im- 
possible as it seems now, we may in 
a few hundred years, prefer the 
type of beauty worshipped by cer- 
tain central African tribes. They 
Say that the best looking women, 
according to their standards, have 
to be supported when they walk 
abroad since their flesh hangs like 
pendant bags from their arms and 
legs.

H. Garrett is disqualified in the case, 
because when the charges were first 
brpught, he volunteered to defend 
Police Chief Bowden, against whom 
a “no bill” was later returned, and 
expressed his belief in the innocence 
of the detectives. . 

Judge Ross is familiar with the 
charges against the detectives, for 
he was solicitor general at the time 
the indictments were returned, and 
he prosecuted and secured the con- 
viction ofg W. O. Swift, one of the 
detectives. Swift. however, se- 
cured a new trial later. 

The cases of the detectives have 
been assigned for trial at the Jan- 
uary term of court. In addition to 
Swift, the detectives under indict- 
ment are L. J. Stevens, L. S. Me- 
Lendon and W. G. Evans. Swift and 
Stevens are charged with murder 
and the others with accessory to 
murder.

In paying\a personal tribute to 
Judge Waue, Judge Ben H. Hill, 
who was tae next speaker, spoke 
briefly of Judge Waue’s decisions, 
which he said showed legal genius 
not often found He also spvke oi 
the consideration always extended 
by Judge Wade to members of the 
bar and of his “character of rare 
beauty and strength.” 

John Graham, an attorney and 
court reporter, spoke teelingly of 
Judge Wade's kindness and consid- 
eration for everybody connecied 
with the court. “He was modest 
and retiring and did not seek popu- 
larity and he gave the best that 
was in him to the state.” 

Judge Frank Harreil touched on 
Judge Wade's great love for books, 
while Wudge W. F. Jenkins, of the 
court of appeals, spoke of his 
marked sincerity. Judge Roscoe 
Luke, also of the court of appeals, 
in a short talk, stated that Judge 
Wade's great aim in life was to «Gv 
right. 

Chief Justice Nash R. Broyles ac- 
cepted the memorial for the court 
and expressed deep appreciaiton in 
behalf of the court for the many 
tributes paid to the late judge. In 
summing up Judge Wade's life, he 
said that he was deeply religious 
and had a broad love for all hu- 
manity. Court was then adjourned 
until Tuesday. 

Died From Influenza. 


Judge Wade succumbed several 
months ago to the after effects of 
a severe attack of influenza, dyins 
at his home in Atlanta. He was a 
graduate of the University of Geor- 
gia, a practitioner at the bar of 
Dublin and a jurist of well-known 
integrity and ability when he was 
appointed to the court of appeals by 
former Governor John M. Slaton.

It would appear from another 
source that Wilde is acting very 
strangely since his arrival in this 
country, and is breaking away 
from the old English integrity and 
fair dealing. With Wilde just now 
it appears just a matter of dollars 
and cents. 

Those who know say that he be- 
lieves he is the whole show, and 
that he can draw all the people 
without reference to the sort of op- 
ponent that faces him. Believing 
that, he is picking up cheap men, 
men who will take anything he may 
offer for their share, and in this 
way he saves the lionm’s share for 
himself. 

“Very recently this story was told 
about Wilde, a story which, if true, 
and with the English champion fol- 
lowing the same lines, means a 
quick finish for him, ihsofar as a 
pleasant and profitable boxing ex- 
perience in this contry is concerned: 

“Promoter Jack Hanlon, who put 
on the Herman-Lynch affair in 
Philadelvuhia last week, invittd Jim- 
my Wilde to be his guest. The fly- 
weight champion, in reply, said he 
would ‘consider’ the invitation if 
Hanlon would guarantee him trans- 
portation for a party of five, a suite 
at the Hotel Vendig and $1,000 for 
incidental expenses. Hanlon wired 
Wilde that he would do ail those 
little things for him if he would 
make the date three weeks later 
and box Joe Lynch six rounds. 

“Indications are that this Wilde 
person is of a somewhat grasping 
nature. Eh, what? 

“If he wants all these nifty little 
accessories just for deigning to lend 
his presence at the ringside as a 
looker-on, what will he really de- 
mand for his services as a boxer?

New York, December 8.—Although 
many important factors influenc- 
ing the stock market remained un- 
settled: over the week-end, prices 


‘were disposed to move forward dur- 


ing the greater part of today’s dull 


and uncertain session. . 


Sentiment as reflected by mar- 


ket letters was more hopeful re- 


specting the Mexican situation and 
the coal strike. The increasing se- 
riousness of the fuel shortage was 
manifested, however, in further re- 
duction or complete. suspension of 
operations at various centers of in- 
dustry. 

Failure of the United States su- 
preme court to hand down decisions 
in the much discussed stock divi- 
dend and prohibition cases now be- 
fore that tribunal occasioned some 
disappointment, but did not extend 
beyond a few issues. 

Another slump in § foreign 
change, with sterling, francs and 
lires at greatest discounts ever 
known, was neutralized in part by 
the 6 per cent rate for call loans. 
In the last fifteen minutes of the 
session, however, call money rose 
to 8 r cent, 10 per cent being 
quoted at the close. 

Reactions of 1 to 3 points accom- 
panied the money flurry, the tone 
changing from firmness to irregu- 
larity in the final dealings. Steels, 
equipments, motors and shippings 
led the moderate reaction. 

Two groups of stocks, sugars and 
metals, and especially the former, 
delied material benefits from trade 
conditions. Active sugar shares 
were 1 to 5 points up at their best 
and coppers rallied from their re- 
cent depression with an advance of 

to 1 cent per pound for refined 
metals.

Around 12:30 it was announced that there would 
be no decision and the crowd around the news tickers quietly dis- 
ersed. 

sid Food Products, which closed at 79% Saturday, opened at 80 and 
sold up to 81. By 1 o’clock the price was down to 77. Industrial 
Alcohol in the meantime jumped frem around 105 to 109. According 
to official statement, the Food Products company has 27,000,000 gal- 
ions of whisky which is being carried on the books at cost. This 
could have been sold at an enormous profit, Wall street believed, if 
war-time prohibition had been removed. The Industrial Alcohol 
company is only making alcohol for industrial purposes. 

Copper Shares Strong. 

Copper shares were strong on today’s announcement that the 
price of copper in small lots had advanced from last week’s low price 
of 18 cents to 19. Large lots were atill being quoted today at 18%. 
However, the mere fact that the bottom had been reached in copper 
prices was considered highly encouraging. Beyond question, there 
is a very large short interest outstanding in the copper shares. 

Wall street is expecting the stock market to continue a traders 
affair to the end of the year. In the old days a “Christmas rise’ in 
prices occurred almost every year. But since the war-time income 
tax was imposed, end-of-the-year selling to establish losses has acted 


as a damper. However, the general feeling in Wall street is that 
most of this selling for this year has been done. 
/ Wall Street Gossip. 

Last week's turnover on the stock exchange- the smallest since 
the upward movement in prices was resumed at the end of September. 
Last week, which was made up of five and a half days, the turn-over 
was 6,421,500 shares, or at a daily average of 903,583 shares. During 
this period the most active trading occurred during the week ending 
October 26, when the turnover was 10,158,400 shares, with a dally 
average of 1,693,066 shares. That was the week when the high prices 
were touche’i and when the decline first started. The worst liquida- 
tion occurred during the week ending November 15, , With one day 
a holiday that week was 10,052,800 shares, with the’ daily average 
1,676,466. ° 
But despite the recent falling off in the volume of business handled, 
the daily average last week of 903,583 shares compared with only 
393,833 for the corresponding pefiod of last year. 

Railway Equipment Shares Strong. 

. All of the railway equipment shares were strong today on the 
news that the American Locomotive company had taken orders from 
Japan, China and Brazil, and that there were a number of inquiries 
in the market from foreign countries for both locomotives and cars, 
Our own railroads are expected to be large buyers of equipment as 
soon as the railway situation becomes cleared up, 

The bond market was active today, with prices holding strong. 
Few changes of any Importance were reported in either the Liberty 
or Victory issues. One block of $1,000,000 Victory 3%s changed bands 
at an advance of .02 of a point. All of the local traction bonda, stocks 
and notes continued to show improvement. A new low record was 
made for the Russian external 5%s at 28%. Other foreign bonds 
held steady. 

Sterling Exchange Drops. 

Sterling exchange and several other exchanges went to new low 
records today, sterling touching $3.844 on the New York market. 
This was regarded as rather significant, in view of the return last 
Saturday of J. P. Morgan from Europe. It had been hoped that Mr. 
Morgan might arrive at some understanding with English bankers 
while in England as to means of stabilizing the exchange, but his 
brief interview on his return gave no indication of such a result. 
Instead, Mr. Morgan himself asked what could be done as long as 
peace had not been definitely established. His reference to the peace 
treaty helped to convince some people who had held that/the senate’s 
failure to ratify has but little effect on the sterling rate. 

Last week's reduction Of $132,000,000 in loans granted by 
the financial community by surprise, in view of the _ fact 
that the treasury last week sold $400,000,000. of certificates of in- 
debtedness and an equal amount of “tax certificates.” The reduc- 
tion was heaviest at New York, Boston and Cleveland. Wall street 
would be more encouraged over such a showing if the weekly state- 
ments did not report a continual loss of gold. Since the beginning 
of June, when the embargo was taken off of gold exports, the banks 
have actually lost $114,600,000, despite the fact that $157,000,000 was 
received from Germany since that date, in payment for food. 

Wall street banks are still refusing to lend time money !n any 
considerable quantities, and bidders are still bidding from 7% to 8 
or more for 60 and 90-day accommodation. This week's income tax 
payments are now the feature in the money market. 

Southern Pacific Weak. 

Southern Pacific, during the early part of the day, was weak, 
while Union Pacific was firm. This movement caused several stock 
traders to find the source of the selling, and it was reported from the 
floor of the exchange that the stock was being sold under cover of 


” 


strength in Union. No special reason could be found for this selling, 
other than that it is profit-taking by these people, who had bought‘ 
the stock at the low level prevailing shortly after the unfavorable’ 
decision was handed down by.the supreme court. Last week's an-. 
nouncement that the attorney general will drop all litigation against 
the company in the California lands case caused a sensational advance 
in the stock. This naturally invited profit-taking, which was going 
on on a large scale today. 

Further sharp advances were recorded in the Rubber Tire stocks 
today. The entire group was strong, but two issues stood out from 
the rest. They were United States Rubber and Lee Rubber and Tire. 
The advance in the former is in connection with the report that the 
directors early in 1920 will declare an extra dividend of 10 or 15 per 
cent on the common stock. Some time ago the directors stated that! 
as soon as the results of 1919 earnings were ‘known, an extra dividend

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Seed Peanuts Scarce 
In Alabama Markets 


Seed peanuts are very scarce in 
our neighboring state, according to 
special advice from the Alabama 
field agent to the co-operative crop 
reporting service for Georgia, a 
union agency formed by the Georgia 
department of agriculture, J, J, 
Brown, commissioner, and the United 
States bureau of crop estimates, 
Z, RK. Pettet, tleld agent. 

A very considerable amount of 
cotton remained in the fleld in the 
northern Alabama counties, espe- 
clally in the Tennessee valley. Some 
corn remained to be gathered, pea- 
nuts were not all Se syrup 
making was not completed and the 
pick ing of velvet beans 
partially accomplished. 

Reports indicate that an unusu- 
milly small proportion of the velvet 
bean acreage will be gathered for 
beans and that the yield will be less 
than a half-ton per acre. 

Only enough soy beans will be 
picked for seeding purposes an- 
other year, and, in fact, the amount 
picked will not seed more than the 
acreage grown this season, 

Cowpeas have not been extensive- 
ly picked and the yield was disap- 
pointing. 

A larger crop of sugar cane syrup 
wae made than usual, but the 
amount of sorghum syrup made was 
much less than heretofore, 

A careful revision of acreage esti- 
mates indicate that the volume of 
eernecon will have to be revised 
n most crops except cotton, 

Information at hand points to a 
serious situation regarding deed 
peanuta for another crop, Spanish 
peanuts were harvested unusually 
early in an attempt to preserve the 
grades against rain damage. Very 
amall yielda of most = excellent 
grades resulted and also the acre- 
age gathered was cut down to much 
below the proportion of the past 
fwo seasons. As a consequence of 
the small supply, the excellent 
grades and the heavy demand for 
confectionery use prices soared to 
new high levels. his has induced 
the producers to sell a véry large 
proportion of the harvested croy. It 
is feared that already an insufficient 
amount remains for seeding the next 
crop and that farmers will be forced 
to either pay back high price for 
seed or forego the planting of what 
promises to be a profitable acreage 
another year.

Mr. Manget stated the “sterilized” 
egg was a fresh egg dipped in hot 
oil] last spring. He _ stated the 
preparation into which the egg was 
dipped served to close the air holes 
in the shell, which resulted in the 
egg losing little of its freshness 
through the passage of time. Con- 
sequently he felt justified in per- 
mitting the merchants to receive a 
better figure than they get for the 
storage article, 

Dr. Kennedy, for the negative: 

“There is no such thing as a 
‘sterilized’ egg. I have made a 
complete investigation of the prod- 
ucts sent from Chicago, and they 
are simply nothing but storage 
eggs marked “sterile’ for the sake 
of the fifteen extra pennies they 
bring per dozen. I wouldn’t pay a 
nickel extra for every one in the 
world. They’re just like any other 
Storage egg for that matter, when 
it comes to the question of health. 
They’re all right, so is any other 
storage-egg. But it’s not all right 
to pay an extra 15 cents a dozen 
for them.”

INU. S. HIGH COURT 


Allowed to Take Interest on 
Discounts at 8 Per Cent 
in Georgia. 


Washington, December 8,—The 
supreme court in an opinion today 
upheld the right of national banks 
in Georgia to take interest on dis- 
counts at 8 per cent, the maximum 
allowed by the state law. 

In deciding the case Justice Mc- 
Reynolds said the court thought 
“congress intended to endow na- 
tional banks with the power, which 
banks generally exercise, of dis- 
counting notes, reserving charges 
at the highest rate permitted for 
interest.” 

He added “to carry out this pur- 
pose the national bank act pro- 
vides that associations organized 
under it may reserve on authority 
discount interest at the rate al- 
lowed by the state.’ 

The opinion, with which Justices 
Pitney, Brandeis and Clark dissent- 
ed, was rendered in appeals involv- 
ing the National bank of Savannah. 


When shown the above Associ- 
ated Press dispatch, James S. Floyd, 
vice president of the Atlanta. Na- 
tional bank, said: 

“It is a very just ruling and 
bears out the policy Georgia bank- 
ers have been following. It means 
quite a bit’ to us, and I am glad to 
see that the supreme court has 
cleared the matter up.” 

Explaining how the ruling would 
affect the national banks of Geor- 
gia, Mr. Floyd stated: 

“For instance, when a man en- 
ters a bank and borrows a thousand 
dollars, he gets this amount, minus 
the interest, which is deducted when 
the money iS paid over to him. Ip: 
Georgia this means 7 per cent, legal 
rate, and 8 per cent contract. In 
this manner the banks have the 
use of the interest in making other 
loans, 

“This practice has been followed 
in Georgia banks, state and national 
for many years, in note discount- 
ing and other phases of the bank-} 
ing business; and I, for one, am glad 
that the matter has been finally 
settled by the supreme court.”
